The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
> Claims 1,3-4 and 7-13 are allowed. 

Applicants arguments filed 1 1/10/2009 have been fully considered and they 
overcome the prior art rejections cited in the last office action mailed 06/10/2009. The 
primary references by either Meza or Xiao either individually or in combination with the 
other cited references fail to teach or suggest applicant's heat storage device containing a 
combination of a mixture of specific expanded graphite and PCM, and their ratios. The 
rejections of the dependent claims fall concurrently with the rejections of the independent 
claims. 

An updated search was carried out that did not result in any new prior art that 
either teaches or fairly suggest applicants heat storage device comprising a combination 
of the specific mixture composition, its component ratios and component characteristics. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
